“They 
were all of the same generation, 
serving the same thing.” The lack of 
diversity propelled Boulud to create 
something new, often based on what 
those classic French kitchens repre- 
sented:a culinary time in France he'd 
experienced only briefly. 

Boulud led a few French kitchens 
in New York, most notably Le Cirque. 
He opened Daniel in 1993 to rave 
reviews. Twenty-two years later, it’s 
still regarded as one of the city's best 
dining experiences. 
he Boulud philosophy of cook- 
ing evolves with diners’ tastes and 
modernism isn’t an afterthought, but 
there is a comforting familiarity to 
much of the cuisine. “I always think 
there’s room for diversification, but 
sometimes the classics have a good 




















reason to be,” says Boulud, “French 
food continues to evolve, and yet it 
still remains at a certain status quo. 
It’s OK for some chefs to be cook- 
ss inspired and less exciting 
isine]. Not everybody has to cre- 
ate confusion in the world of food. 
So classic terrines and coulibiac of 
salmon sit neatly and niftily updated 
at Daniel. 

In recent years, New York chefs 
have moved away from complicated 
food, Instead of recreating another 
izikaya or trattoria, they're looking 
once more at French classics—steak 
au poivre, rillettes or a balanced 
Nicoise salad. At Dirty French, Bou- 
lud alum Rich Torrisi serves classi 
cuisine with a wallop of ’80s kitsch, 
right down to the tunes and hot pink 
Dirty Dancing font on the cover of 
the menu. The restaurant is housed 
in the buzzy Ludlow Hotel, and din- 
ner reservations are pretty much es- 
sential—though I have it on good au- 
thority that the more loosey-goosey 
lunch does an incredible French dip, 
banh mi and grilled oysters. 

There's also the great Andrew Car- 
mellini, another Boulud protégé, who 
sharpened his skills in the kitchen at 
Le Cirque, helped open Café Boulud 
in 1998 and struck out on his own in 
2009.

Boulud doesn’t think 
he's the only one with an appetite for 
Kreuther’s way of cooking. “French 
food is comforting,” says Boulud. 
“Sometimes things come back be- 
cause we have been craving them 
It's good to know that these dishes 
don’t go away so fast.”

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it. Then we are growing arugula, mint, to- 
matoes. There’s a trickle-up phenomena, 
We've taken attendance from 4o percent 
toover 90 percent in some classes. Grand- 
ma comes in to get the bag of vegetables, 
and the whole family is eating better.” 

Donna Colonna, CEO of Services for 
the UnderServed, and Mike Hollis, SUS 
farm manager, also see growing food as 
part of the solution, That’s why there will 
be a raised-bed farm opening this spring 
on the roof of a 17-unit residential build- 
ing in the Bronx for families whose head 
of household has a disability. “Tomatoes, 
collards, any kind of vining plant you can 
imagine, they all grow well on a roof in the 
city,” Hollis says. 

Getting the most disadvantaged 
citizens involved in farming has added 
benefits, says Colonna, who helps those 
facing the greatest barriers to housing 
in the city, including people with intel- 
lectual and developmental disabilities, 











the long-term homeless and those with 
mental illness or substance abuse prob- 
lems. “Our mission is based on the idea 
that everybody matters,” says Colonna, 
“but while housing is key, and employ- 
ment is key, that first element is often 
connectivity, just helping people think 
they have a life. Getting that connection 
to plants and growing food, to weeding, 
toa place to go where your work matter 
that can be the first step that makes the 
rest possible.” That’s why all of SUS’ new 
housing will have some sort of urban farm 
component, whether it’s on the roof or on 
the ground. 

Of course, the great majority of Bronx 
residents are neither in supportive hous- 
ing nor interacting with the schools. To 
help them get real food, Tanya Fields of 
the BLK ProjeK rehabbed a school bus 
into a mobile food market and stocks i 
with everything from greens to avocados. 
ink of it asa food truck with the same 




















low overhead and low staffing needs, she 
says. The real message she is bringing by 
bus, Fields says, is:“We value you.... We 
all say in our culture: “Time is money? If 
you're talking about people in the Bronx, 
now you're talking about people who are 
already stressed in that equation, they're 
already working twice as hard for half as 
much. And they might have a three-mile 
walk for good-quality food. What we say 
is,‘We understand, we hear you, and we're 
going to bring what you need to have a 
good dinner tonight to you’ When people 
climb into the bus and see a good-quality 
pesticide-free tomato or avocado, they are 
happy to pay for it.” 

But even with all of these initiatives, 
will anything truly move the needle? “It 
has to be anall-hands-on-deck moment” 
says Purvis of Food Bank for New York 
city. “We really can solve hunger. It’s a 
tangible mission. If you provide food and 
access to food, you can end hunger.”

Copeland is a gifted dancer who ra- 
diates charisma, but that doesn’t fully 
explain her pop appeal.

Copeland is black and didn’t start bal- 
let lessons until age 13, about 10 years 
later than most of her professional 
peers.

Misty Copeland isan 
underdog, in other words, and America 
loves its underdogs. 

Asa result, the 32-year-old has be- 














comea role model for unlikely balleri- 
nas. She’s the first African-American 
soloist at ABT in more than 20 years 
and hopes to someday be its first black 
principal dancer. Some companies hold 
annual auditions for principal spots, 
but ABT promotes dancers to the top 
when it feels they're ready. Copeland 
has danced major roles since becoming 
asoloist at age 24—Clara in The Nut- 
cracker, the Firebird in the Stravinsky 
ballet—but admits that she needsa few 
more under her belt before she’s ready 
for ballet’s pinnacle. 

“This season is a big one for me,” 
she says by phone on the way to the 
Bandier shoot. She's referencing ABT’s

Lake. “Asa soloist, if you're getting op- 
portunities to dance principal roles, 
that’s the path to being promoted. 
You're being tested to see if you have 
what it takes—the stamina, presence 
and maturity as an artist to carry an 
entire company and an entire ballet for 
two to three acts.” 

Copeland seems fairly Zen about 
all shestays sane by traveling, cooking, 
listening to Drake songs and hanging 
with her boyfriend, lawyer Olu Evans). 
When she joined ABT’s main company 
at age18in the corps de ballet (the danc- 
erswho frame the soloist and principal 
dancers), her goal was to win a princi- 
pal position.

Club, Her teacher, Cynthia Bradley, 
was so impressed by the teenager's 
ability to mimic movement that she 
invited Copeland to live with her and 
her husband part-time to further her 
studies. Copeland was a prodigy, and 
by15,she was winning dance competi- 
tions and studying at the prestigious 
San Francisco Ballet School 

Her rise hit a bump when her moth- 
er, believing Copeland no longer need- 
ed the Bradleys, forced her daughter to 
move home full time, The young balle- 
rina panicked and unsuccessfully filed 
for emancipation. An ugly and very 
public custody battle followed, though 
all claims were eventually withdrawn, 

“What I experienced at 15 and all 
the publicity I got—it’s not somethin 
Tdever want to do again or something 
someone that age should experience,” 
shesays.*But all of that makes me who 
lam. The way I grew up, the struggle— 
it’s helped my perseverance asa balle- 
rina.” She says that she and her mother 
have had their ups and downs since 
then, but that the incident ultimately 
brought her family closer.

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Copeland spent her remaining 
high school years before graduat- 
ing studying with a different dance 
teacher. At theage of 17,she accepted 
acontract with ABT’s studio compa- 
ny and moved to New York City. She 
hit puberty soon after, and her body 
morphed from skinny and delicate 
to full-figured and muscular. It took 
hera few years, but she came to em- 
brace her physique and athleticism. 
Copeland dances hard for someone 
who looks so elegant and light on 
stage. In 2012, she was sidelined by 
six tress fractures in her left tibia— 
an injury that’s proof of the gruel- 
ing physical reality beneath ballet’s 
graceful fagade. 

Former dancer and writer Wendy, 
Perron recalls visiting an ABT com- 
pany class about two years ago: “It 
was 10 in the morning, and I saw 
Misty at the barre and her technique 
was just dazzling right off,’ says Per- 
ron, former editor in chief at Dance 
Magazine and author of Through 
the Eyes of a Dancer. “Her legs are so 
strong, knees so straight and back 
so supple—she just has this athleti 
approach. It’s very clean and direct.” 
Perron believes that Copeland will 
be promoted to the principal role 
after ABT’s spring season. “She's got 
all these big roles coming up. Plus, 
three ABT principals are retiring, 
which helps her odds.” 

Does Copeland tire of all the 
attention—the speculation on her 
future and the constant focus on 
her skin tone and body type? “I un- 
derstand my positioning and why 
people are interested in me, and I'm 
OK with that,” she says. “It’s a posi 
tive message I’m sending: You can 
have a healthy lifestyle and image 
and not fit into this mold of what 
people assume a ballerina should 
be or what color they should be. I'm 
proud and happy toshare ballet with 
so many people.” And with that, the 
world’s most famous ballerina says 
good-bye and pirouettes through yet 
another photo shoot.

For reds, that often includes notes of leather and mushrooms; for whites, itis 
typically a nutty-toasty, caramelized character. For both, the overall wine becomes 
alluringly complex. Quite simply, bottle-aged wine is a not-to-be missed taste 
experience for every wine lover 


The problem is that the classic wines for reliable aging (top-tier American and 
European reds) cost $100 and more per battle. To solve this prablem, my husband 
John and | honed alist of “affordable agers” a few years ago when we wanted to buy 
wines to commemorate the birth year of our children—bottles that we could share 
with them when they are able to drink wine legally 





Affordable agers are a great way for you to try 
bottle-aged wines without spending a fortune 
and they'll help you avoid the disappointment of 
pening over-the-hill bottles you saved that did't 
age well.

German Riesling Kebinett and Spatlese: With 
flavors that morph from fruit salad to French 
bakery over time, these wines delver deliciousness 
across the age spectrum, Ihave tasted sublime 20:

MOONACHIE, NEW JERSEY, is only 25 minutes away from 
Macy's famous flagship store on 34th Street in Midtown 
Manhattan, But as you pass by swamps and football stadi- 
ums, it feels farther than a mere Uber ride away: All those 
elegant skyscrapers and smartly dressed people spilling 
in and out of Macy’s Herald Square could be in another 
country. But it’s out here, tucked away in a gray industrial 
park, where the Macy’s magic is manufactured. 

Macy’s Parade Studio is a 140,000-square-foot facility with 50-foot ceilings 
and a five-ton indoor crane. Twenty-seven employees work year-round on all 
the scenic elements for both local and national events: Macy's Flower Show, 
Macy’s Fourth of July Fireworks (the biggest fireworks display in the country), 
Macy's Santaland and the crown jewel of Macy’s extravagant event calendar: 
the Macy’s Thanksgiving Day Parade. 

The studio is a massive operation, but it’s basically run as an oversized 
Broadway theater scenery shop. On the production floor, John Piper, Macy's 
vice president in charge of the studio, walks us past Santa's float, which is get- 
ting refurbished with small repairs and a new coat of paint. “We have to get all 
the floats through the Lincoln Tunnel? he says. “So we do all kinds of Macy's 
magic—some of them fold into themselves, some of them hinge, some of them 
‘come apart.” We pass painted scale models of balloons—Spider Man, Mickey 
Mouse, Wimpy Kid, Big Bird, Snoopy—and he explains the process of design- 
ing them, testing them, modeling them, building them and testing them again, 

In 2005, Macy’s acquired May Department Store Company, becoming a 
national chain that now has about 775 Macy’s and 50 Bloomingdale's stores 
across the country. So the Parade Studio works ona truly national basis: build- 
ing anew tree to goon the roof of a Macy's in Atlanta, an 80-foot Christmas tree 
next to the skating rink for the Macy’s in San Francisco, a nine-story holiday 
light show at Macy’s City Center in Philadelphia. It’s obviously burning through 
millions of dollars, which must be a record retail marketing expenditure. The 
Macy’s parade—with its roughly two dozen floats, 800 clowns, 
teers—brings 3.5 million people out along the parade route, basically shutting 
down New York City from Central Park West to 34th Street. True, more than 50 
million people also watch it on TV nationwide, but that’s an extraordinarily ex- 
pensive commercial. I ask Piper how much money Macy’s CEO Terry Lundgren 
devotes to the parade each year. A PR rep stepsin to politely demur, explaining 
that the company never discusses the parade’s budget: “Its our gift to the city 
of New York.” But Piper beckons for me to follow him into an office. “Here it is,” 
he says, pointing to a framed picture 
of Santa Claus. “We have about the 
same budget as this guy”

R.H. Macy, portrayed by the vaude- 
villian Harry Antrim, gives his im- 
passioned “store with a heart” speech 
in defense of Santa Claus’s counter- 
intuitive sales techniquesin Miracle. 
‘The real R.H. Macy, who founded 
Macy's in 1858, died in1877—he never 
saw the approximately 2.2 million- 
square-foot Herald Square store 
open in 1902. It became the largest 
store in the world when it expanded 
in 1924, and it still claims the title 
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this place. “As a kid, the sheer size of 
it made it more than a department 
store,” Lauren says. “And it still is.” 
Lundgren understands how im- 
portant New York is to his company. 
His brand is one of the city’s largest 
employers, with 31,000 employees 
in the metro New York area. With 
20 million annual visitors, the flag- 
ship store is reportedly second only 
to the nearby Empire State Building 
as a Manhattan tourist destina- 





tion, Lundgren has plans to expand 
Macy's internationally—Abu Dhabi 
is confirmed for 2018. And he knows 
that a huge percentage of his global 
audience first encounters his brand 
at the Herald Square store. He has 
made restoring its twinkle a priority: 
The store is in the final phase of a 
four-year, $400 million renovation. 

When Lundgren enters the room, 
it’s obvious why the leader of pethaps 
the most middle-American brand 
of all time—the first store to offer 
all things to all people—has been 
embraced by everyone from sharks 
on Wall Street (not only did Macy 
survive the recession, its share price 
has grown sevenfold since the spring 
of 2009) to the celebrity and fashion 
elite. It’s his 63rd birthday, and the 
man isa silver fox. He’s tall and lean 
in a gray Ralph Lauren suit and a 
dark Calvin Klein tie, He looks like 
a guy who belongs in the front row 
at Fashion Week. “We're the biggest 
buyer for most of these brands,” 
he says. (Macy's sells more Ralph 
Lauren, Tommy Hilfiger and Calvin 
Klein than any other retailer.) “I’m 
friendly with several of them, but the 
real reason I get a good seat and they 
smile at me is because of the amount 
of business we do—and I clearly get 
that message” 

Lundgren has been described as 
the last true merchant. Unlike many 
of his executive rivals who started 
in finance or operations, Lundgren 
































actually came up in retail, getting 
hired at Bullock’s department store 
in Los Angeles after putting himself 
through college waiting tables (hi 
dad cut him off asa sophomore). He 
worked his way up, first as a buyer, 
then asa store manager, then as tal- 
ent recruiter, before getting bounced 
from Federated and popping up as. 
the CEO of Neiman Marcus. He re- 
turned to Federated as CEO of Fed- 
erated Merchandising Group (the 
company's private brand operation) 
in 1994 and then in 2003 became CEO 
of Macy’s Inc. (which also owns the 
Bloomingdale's chain), known at the 
time as Federated Department Store 
Inc. Imention that there’s something 
ancient sounding about the word 
‘merchant—echoes of bazaars and 
souks of antiquity. “I started out as, 
a lamp buyer,” he says, “so I'm kinda 
right in there!” 

‘There is something magical about 
the art of selling, something beyond 
spreadsheets and market analyses 
and bottom lines, something Lund- 
gren seems to intuitively get. Making 
the sale isas primal an art as there is, 
in the business world, and it remains 
liquid. Marshal Cohen, the chief in- 
dustry analyst at NPD Group, says 
that in the online era the game has 
changed dramatically. “It used to be 
that the consumer would try to keep 
pace with the retailer,” Cohen says. 
“Well, those days are long gone.” On 
the elevator to Macy's corporate of- 























fices, there’s a quote from Winston Churchill: “To improve is to change, to be 
perfect is to change often.” According to Cohen, Lundgren’s strength is the 
restlessness of his innovation, his desire to keep on trying new things. “It’s 
likea hockey game,” Cohen says. “You gotta skate to where the puck is going to 
be, not where the puck is now. Because by the time you get there—especially 
with almost 800 stores—it’s over. Most retailers are constantly playing catch 
up. Macy’s is trying to stay ahead.” 

Next to the door outside Lundgren’s office is a placard that reads, “Chief 
Customer Officer.” It could be perceived as a cheesy Trumanesque “Buck Stops 
Here” touch, butit really is the key to his merchant strategy. “I start with, How 
would the customer feel about this decision?” he says. “And then I figure out, 
OK, after that, how are we going to make money?” Lundgren was one of the 
first to recognize that most of Macy’s sales don’t even originate in the stores 
anymore. “Two-thirds of our customers start with their desktop or their iPad 
or their phone,’ he says. “Then they decide, ‘What do I want to buy today? 
And where do I want to buy it?”” Lundgren bet big on his experiment with 
omnichannel strategies, introducing “buy online/pick up in stor 

Lundgren’s biggest talent might be his ability to recognize a mistake and to 
quickly change course. He learned how to do this early in his life, as a second- 
year veterinary student at the University of Arizona. Now he has the best (and 
certainly only) cow artificial insemination story in retail. 

“Lliterally have my left arm up the back of the cow, with the glove on, search- 
ing for the ovary, and my buddy behind me says, ‘Terry, see that guy over 
there?” There was a ranch hand who hada pail of oats in his right hand, walking 
50 feet away from us, and, unfortunately, his left arm was amputated, And my 
buddy says, ‘He lost his arm doing exactly what you're doing? I started laughing 
hysterically. Like it was a joke. And then I ust said to myself, ‘What am I doing? 
Idon't want to do this for the rest of my life?” 

His hand-up-the-cow moment at Macy’s happened after 
the acquisition of May.*We had 14 different names,” he says. 
“Marshall Field’s in the Upper Midwest. Filene’s in Boston,

But he didn’t stop 
there, With My Macy’s, he updated in-store technology so it 
could more nimbly respond to the different regional demands. 
‘Then, in 2009, realizing he needed his marketing to speak 
with even more of asingular voice, he consolidated divisions, 
revised in-house communication and beefed up marketing. 

“Macy's was always a good company,” says Ralph Lauren, 
“But they became a great company when they brought all 
their divisions and regions together without sacrificing their 
identity. They have created a brand that people know and 
trust, no matter where they are located” 

But to truly understand why Terry Lundgren is so good at 
what he does, you need to visit his dojo: I ask him if he can 
take me on one of his famous surprise walk-throughs. 

“Love to,” he says. 

After riding down in the Churchill quote elevator, packed 
full of corporate women leaving for the day—all of whom 
seem to be delighted by this opportunity to chat with their 
Jeader—we start out on the second floor, in women’s shoes. I 
hold my position just off his right wing and ask what exactly 
he's looking for.

BEACON 


DUTCHESS COUNTY, NEW YORK 


An 85-minute train ride from Grand 
Central along the leafy banks of the 
Hudson River will carry you to Beacon,

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CONEY ISLAND 


BROOKLYN, NEW YORK CITY 


Named Konijn Eiland, or Rabbit Island, 
by early Dutch settlers, the ocean-facing 
barrier island was renamed Coney—an- 
other moniker for the rabbit—by the 
British.

Guests 
can take a guided bus tour that 
encompasses the West Point 
Cemetery, the West Point 
Museum and other points of 
nterest on the campus. If you 

decide to stay overnight, the 
baronial-chic Thayer Hotel at West Point 
sits on the academy grounds and com- 
mands impressive views of the Hudson. 
Wander the campus from your riparian 
perch (just keep identification onhand 
for the multiple checkpoints) before 
settling in for a cocktail and pub fare at 
the hotel’s Zulu Time Rooftop Bar and 
Lounge, which dates from 1884. 


GOVERNORS ISLAND 


MANHATTAN, NEW YORK CITY 


uated between Manhattan and Brook- 
lyn, this once-tiny island played impor- 
tant roles in colonial and Revolutionary 
eras and continued to serve as a fortifi- 
cation well into the 19th century. Later, 
when workers excavated the Lexington 
Avenue subway line in the early 20th 
century, the landfill was added to this, 
jand in the heart of New York Harbor, 
more than doubling its former size. The 
Army controlled the island from 1794 
until the 1960s—followed by the Coast 
Guard—before the isle was decommis- 
sioned. In 2003, 150 acres of the island 
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were granted to the people of New York, 
while the remaining 22 acres became the 
Governors Island National Monument, 
controlled by the U.S. National Park 
Service. Today, the ever-evolving isle is 
accessed via a seven-minute public ferry 
that departs from Lower Manhattan on 
summer weekends (the park reopens 
May 23). Rent a bike and take in the stun- 
ning views of the bustling harbor and 
the Statue of Liberty; watch a baseball 
orsoccer game; explore the 20-year-old 
Castle Williams fort; or relax in one of 
the vibrant red hammocks or Adirondack 
chairs scattered across the Hammock 
‘ove. Better yet, head to the island for 
one of the now-famous Jazz Age Lawn 
Parties that draws would-be flappers for 
Prohibition-inspired afternoons of swing 
dancing, 


ELLIS ISLAND 


JERSEY CITY, NEW JERSEY 


Situated just off Jersey City, this atmo- 
spheric island in New York Harbor wel- 
comed millions of immigrants during its 
tenure from 1892 to 1954. It’s estimated 
that up to 40 percent of all Americans 
can trace at least one of their relatives 
back to Ellis Island. Catch the ferry from 
either Liberty State Park in New Jersey 
or Lower Manhattan's Battery Park and 
enjoy a scenic ride that gets you up close 
and personal with the Statue of Liberty 
(plan a stop to visit Miss Liberty, too, 
you've never done so). Gape at Ellis 
Island’s monumental and beautifully 
restored Great Hall, watch the 30-min- 
ute film Island of Hope, Island of Tears 
and search the ship manifests, a reposi- 
tory for more than 51 million passenger 
records. The guided, 90-minute Hard 
Hat Tours of the Hospital Complex takes 
visitors from the 750-bed complex to the 
remarkably well-preserved laundry as 
well as the immigration center's kitch- 
ens, disease wards and autopsy room. It’s 
all very poignant and moving. 


TARRYTOWN 


WESTCHESTER COUNTY, NEW YORK 


Among the Hudson River towns that 
stretch north of NYC, Tarrytown is easy 
to reach and loaded with options. Only 
25 miles north of Midtown Manhattan, 
this charming riparian village is easily 
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accessible via the Metro-North Hudson 
Line (approximately 40 minutes) and will 
quickly carry youback in time. The Dutch 
named the area Terve Town, aka Wheat 
Town, but that soon became ‘Tarrytown. 
Today, the village is the perfect stepping- 
off point to visit nearby attractions such 
as the sprawling Rockefeller estate, 
Kykuit, with its stunning home, gardens 
and art collection (from Picasso to Louise 
Nevelson and Henry Moore); the incred- 
ible Stone Barns Center for Food and Ag- 
riculture,a nonprofit farm and food edu-

HUDSON 


COLUMBIA COUNTY, NEW YORK 


Perhaps the buzziest—aka hip, hip, 
hip—of the Hudson River towns, this 
former whaling village (note the smil- 
ing whales on the street signs) attracts 
droves of current and former city dwell- 
ers thanks to the terrific mix of art/cul- 
ture/dining/antiques paired with period- 
perfect architecture. Hop off Amtrak 
(a two-hour ride) and wander: Hudson 
is concise enough that you will be able 
to navigate the entire town by foot. As 
Hudson's website proclaims, “Upstate’s 
Downtown” boasts 300 historic build- 
ings, 24 restaurants, 51 antiques shops 
and 12 home stores—and most of these 
are centered around charming Warren 
Street, the main thoroughfare. Expect 
plenty of culture, too, such as Basilica 
House, the multi-arts Hudson Opera 
House and performance artist Marina 
Abramovic’s MAI, an incubator for col- 
laboration between humanities, arts, 
sciences and technology. On the dining 
front, there's the high-concept Crimson 
Sparrow (mackerel, beetroot, radishes, 
turnips and créme fraiche, for instance), 
‘Swoon Kitchenbar and superstar chef 
Zak Pelaccio’s Fish & Game. On the hotel 
front, selections include the groovy-chic 
Hudson Merchant House and the clean- 
lined Barlow. Just outside of Hudson (and 
too far to walk, so take a cab), renowned 
painter Frederic Edwin Church's Victo- 
rian-meets-Moorish-styled, river-facing 
Olana home is a must visit; also nearby 
is Clermont, the longtime home of the 
politically prominent Livingston family. 
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ROOSEVELT ISLAND 


MANHATTAN, NEW YORK CITY 


Head to East 59th Street and Second 
Avenue to catch the tramway, accessed 
via a MetroCard, for eye-popping vistas 
of Manhattan and Queens as it soars 
across the East River to Roosevelt Is- 
Jand. Two miles long anda tack-on to the 
borough of Manhattan, the former Wel- 
fare Island (and before that, Blackwell's 
Island) received its current moniker in 
just 1971. Today, the one-time “welfare” 
hospitals—including the New York City 
Lunatic Asylum and infamous Small- 
pox Hospital—are long closed, but their 
vestiges remain, Scattered among the 
endless, and largely faceless, rental apart 
ment buildings are historic remnants of 
the island’s checkered past (such as the 
asylums dramatic Octagon tower, now 
part of aresidential complex). The island's 
southern end houses the eerie and magi- 
cal facade of the Smallpox Hospital, which 
sits at the foot of Franklin D. Roosevelt

WAVE HILL 


THE BRONX, NEW YORK CITY 


A 30-minute Metro-North Hudson line 
trip from Grand Central will whisk you up 
through Manhattan and across the Spuy- 
ten Duyvil Creek.

Given the number of students taking and

“We're in a stage where a lot of innovation is hap- 
pening, and you have to allow that,” says Deb Adair, 
managing director of Quality Matters, a faculty-cen- 
tered peer review process for online education.

outlined a quality framework 
comprising five pillars—learn- 
ing effectiveness, access, scale, 
faculty satisfaction and student 
satisfaction—that primarily 
focus on the administration of 
online programs. 

Quality Matters’ rubric for 
Higher Education has eight gen- 
ral and 43 specific standards 
based on existing research 
on how students learn, Topics 
include active learning, student 
engagement, feedback and self- 
efficacy. 

“The purpose of the Quality 
Matters rubric is to ensure that 
what we know from teaching 
and learning research can be, 
and is, directly applied in the 
design of online and blended 
courses,” says Adair. 

‘The Quality Matters review 
process also heavily relies on 
its network of more than 4,700 
faculty peer reviewers. 

“Experienced faculty review 
the courses and provide feed- 
back to the faculty teaching 
the course in question,” says 
Russ Poulin, director of policy 
and analysis for WCET. “The 
strength is that faculty tend to 
listen to other faculty.” 

‘Troy University, located in 
Troy, Alabama, began working 
ith Quality Matters in 2008. 
he school, an early provider of 
online education, was invited by 
Quality Matters to participate 
ina case study to showcase the 
connection between Quality 
Matters’ principles and program 
review and the growth of Troy's 
online programs. 

“The case study provided

training before starting an online 
course, on-going training and 
support and collaboration in 
course design and instruction. 

Chris Calkins found the 
collaborative approach espe- 
cially useful when he was tasked 
with transitioning Penn State 
University’s popular master’s in 
health administration program 
online. Asa residential instructor, 
Calkins approached course design 
and development the same way 
most face-to-face faculty do. 

“If fa professor] gets a residen- 
tial course assignment, he will go 
and build the content he thinks 
belongs in that class to deliver on 
the learning objectives he has for 
that course. Often, he’s doing that 
insolation” says Calkins, who 
serves as outreach assistant pro- 
fessor and executive director for 
Penn State’s World Campus MHA, 
“For online programs [at Penn 
State], we design the curricu- 
lum asa faculty. We are taking 
advantage of our own diversity of 
experience and designing all the 
courses together.” 

Calkins has found that Penn 
State is not unique in its approach 
to online course design and be- 
lieves the diversity of experience 
that comes from collaboration is 
a valuable part of crafting quality 
online content that has real-time 
application for students. 

“The way that you guaran- 
tee quality is that youare very 
disciplined and rigorous about 
continually evaluating [what is] 
working and having that conver- 
sation with everybody engaged in 
the process,” he says. 

Not only are faculty members 
relying on each other, institutions 
are employing increasing num- 
bers of instructional designers, 
educational technologists and 
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media specialists to assist faculty 
in creating quality online cours- 
es—positions that were much rar-

“remind faculty the con- 
tent you put in the course—the 
textbook, the website, the TED 
‘Talk videos—that’s information 
students can get anywhere,” says 
Simunich. “They're not there for 
the content, they are there to 
learn from the expert and receive 
guidance from you, Faculty are 
the value-added portion of the 
online course.” 

And instructors who have been 
through the process of rethinking 
their courses for the online class- 
room often discover a surprising 
side effect—they're thinking hard- 
er about their face-to-face pedago- 
gy, incorporating online tools into 
the classroom and in some cases 
becoming better teachers. 

Inasurvey of chief academic 
officers at American State Colleges 
and Universities, 85 percent 
of respondents reported that 
their universities had introduced 
new pedagogy or technology 
courses asa result of online learn- 
ing initiatives. 

“That was really an epiphany 
for us," says Calkins. “The rigor of 
working with an instructional de- 
signer and the thinking you need to 
doabout how students learn ...ab- 
solutely has influenced not only the 
way we plan for residential instruc- 
tion, but the way we structure it.”

he says. “I want to see if they're being 
taken care of.” We stop in the Steve 
Madden section, Lundgren asks the 
salesperson to demonstrate Macy’s 
handheld inventory device. She acts 
as if Lundgren is her GM pausing for 
a Monday afternoon chat. No biggie. 

We go up one of the vintage wooden 
escalators and cruise by an in-house 
outlet of Finish Line, the athletic shoe 
retailer. The guys working are wearing 
blue Finish Line uniforms. Lundgren 
explains that this is an example of a 
partnership with an outside retailer 
that is unique to Macy’s (at least in 
North America—evidently this kind 
of thing is standard in Europe). Macy's 
partners with several external retail- 
rs, including Sunglass Hut, as well as 
high-end brands such as Louis Vuitton 
and Burberry. | ask how this is an ad- 
vantage: Why not sell Nikes and Gucci 
sunglasses itself? 

“It's their access to brands,” he says. 
“Finish Line and Foot Locker both 
sell more athletic footwear than any 
other department store has ever sold. 
So the customer was going there. LeB- 
ron James’ shoe would come out, Nike 
would sell it to Finish Line and Foot 
Locker, and all the department stores 
weren't getting those products until 
a year later. That's not our business. 
We're in the fashion business—we have 
toget things first or it doesn't work. So 
we tried it with these guys. And they've 
donea spectacular job of bringing new 
products to the market much faster.” 

What's in it for Finish Line? 

“Growth,” he says. “Because, for 
them, this is a customer that they 
weren't seeing before.” 

We walk by a one-of-a-kind Star- 
bucks pour-over coffee/Moat & Chan- 
don champagne café. “We're trying 
different food and drink concepts,” he 
here are 11 options throughout 
.cluding a Pinkberry, a Mc- 
Donald’ and three more standard Star- 
bucks. “On the sixth floor, we just put 
ina new upscale Italian restaurant,” 
he says. “Stella 3a. I wanted something 
elegant because we've never had that 
before. And, frankly, the eating envi- 
ronment is not very good around the 
Herald Square area.” 

Every few feet, the entire environ- 
ment seems to change—the lighting 
dims, the music shifts and becomes 



































more or less Euro, the people get young- 
er or older, richer or even richer. We see 
some young women lingering near one 
of Macy’s newest in-house brands, a 
collaboration with the Mexican pop 
star Thalia. Lundgren says he was just 
at the New York Stock Exchange to 
ring the bell with her last week, and 
everybody blew him off to ask, “Cémo 
esta Thalia!” “There are some good 
young millennials,” he nods, like he’s 
campaigning for something, before 
explaining that Macy’s has offices in 
13 different countries due to its need to 
source global products for its in-house 
brands, which are designed by its own 
good young designers. 

Inotice that a majority of shoppers 
are women, “Seventy percent of the 
customers will be women,” he says. 
“This is a generalization—because 
there are men who shop like women— 
but men are more likely to walk into 
a store and have their mind already 
made up. They will not look three 
feet left or right from that Nike visual 
presentation. Women will come in for 
a Nike shoe, but they'll look at a Nike 
top, they'llgo look at an Under Armour 
running pant and they'll look around 
the whole store, and if they go by the 
cosmetic department or go by the shoe 
department, they'll look there, too. So 
there’s much more browsing and open- 
ness to consider other options” 

Trailing Lundgren, you get the 
sense that he is serenely confident in 
his awareness of everything going on 
in the Macy’s world—the differences 
between how men and women shop, 
what cartoon characters will make the 
best new balloons, how people in Min- 
neapolis shop compared to those in 
Atlanta, how he needs to partner with 
x so he can get the latest y. He assures 
me that the most important part of 
the gig is actually identifying the best 
people, hiring them and trusting that 
they'll know the things that he can’t. 
But he seems so chill, so happy with 
the team that he’s assembled, happy 
with the suit and tie he’s put together. 
Maybe it’s because it’s his birthday. Or 
maybe he’s just always looking forward 
to everything—to the fireworks in the 
summer, to the parade in the fall. May- 
be even the 2016 parade. He makes the 
Largest Store in the World feel infinite 
yet manageable, a microcosm of New 
York in New York, a global city within 
a global city.
